CHICAGO, July 13.—The last expiring 


echoes of the convention crowds were 
heard about the corridors of the hotels 
Sunday. The first state delegation to 
leave was New York, which stave up 
its headquarters at the Palmer House 
en Friday night, and Pendsylvaniu fol- 
lowed shortly afterward. 


All of the remaiuiug delegations de- 


parted oil Saturday evening, and with 
the exception of the national committee 
headquarters uothing -was Jeft to indi- 
cate that there had been any conven- 
tion. Even the sij;u of the sergeant-:it- 
arms had been removed, atRhough Colo- 
nel Jlartin remained to finish up some 
matters connected with closing the con- 
vention. 


The silver headquarters at the Sher- 


man Konse wore deserted. The bi- 
metallic committee, their work being 
accomplished, disbanded, and only those 
-who are members of the national com- 
mittee remained over. 


Senator Tulmau and the North Caro- 


linians, with, the Tennessee delegates, 
stayed over until Sunday.

completed his labors in connection wit! 
the management of last week's eonven 
tion and left for Philadelphia on tin 
Pennsylvania limited.

William Jennings Bryan, the nom 


inee of the Democratic party for pres 
dent of the United States, turned his 
back Sunday on statesmen, politicians 
and eager curiosity seekers and -went 
out to quiet Oakwoods cemetery and 
stood with uncovered head before the 
grave of Lyman Trumbuil, the man 
who .had been his teacher and friend. 
When Mr. Bryan turned away his eyes 
were brimming with tears. 


"Any distinction I may have gained 


I owe in great part to the man who is 
buried there," he said, as he turned to 
the carriage and was driven back to the 
town again. 


It was the first opportunity Mr. Bryan 


has had to rest since he. started to Chi- 
cago over a week ago to attend t-ho con- 
vention -which wa# destined to mirap 
as its candidate for president. He spent 
it under the hospitable roof of the 
Trumbuil homestead. lOlfi Lake avenue. 


The nominee recovered some of his 


los* strength by sleeping until well to 
ward noon. After dinner he sat out on 
the vineclad porch and looked across 
the blue waters of the lake. Some of 
thti neighbors called and chatted with 
Mr. Bryan, and Senator Jones and the 
vice presidential nominee, Mr. Scwall. 
drovn out and paid a short visit.

white "S" on a bine ground, fluttered 
from th« main spar of some of the 
stauuchest, finest and swiftest vessels 
in the American merchant marine, car- 
rying the stars and stripes into every 
foreign port. 
Beginning under William D. Sewall 


in 1&V$ the house has been continuous, 
and today owns the largest sailing mer- 
chantmen afloat under our flag. 


William D. Sewall was succeeded by 


his sous under the name of E. & A. 
Sewall, which firm has since become 
Arthur Sewall & Company, with Hon. 
Arthur Sowall, Maine's member of the 
uatioual Democratic committee and 
Democratic nominee for vice president 
of the United States at its head. 


A striking fact in connection with 


Mr. Sewall's nomination is that his son 
Harold ia a Republican, having changed 
from the Democracy as a result of what 
he considered the party's failure* in the 
administration. Young Sewall was one 
of the leaders OB the Reed delegation at 
St Louis. 


Mr. Sewall was born at Bath, Me., 


Nov. 25, 1885, and is therefore nearly 
rwice as old as Mr. Bryan, the head of 
:he ticket. Mr. Sewall was married in 
1859 to Miss Emma D. Crooker of Bath.

Twenty yean* ago Mr. Ijama 
was not the povr^r nnancialy that he ia 
today. He be!ieve4 a belt railroad a. 
good thing lor himself and for ludiaii- 


ohn, and so did most of tho taxpayers 


of that city. How to raise the money 
to construct it, however, was the qne*- 
tiou v;iih him. At last, after a great 
deal of hustling, Ijams and his friends 
succeeded in having that city issue and 
sell bonds in the sum of $500,000. 
There was as much of a protest 


against it as there was when Cincinnati 
set about building. its great Southern 
railroad. But. lik« the Cincinnati af- 
fair, it went through, and work on the 
belt road was started. 
Ijams and his 
fneiids first bonded their scheme, how- 
ever in a similar sura. 
These bonds 


were turned over to the city of Indian- 
apolis. The interest on them fell due 
in advance of the interest ou tho bonds 
issued by the city. It was met prompt- 
ly right along," and with the money 
turned over by the Ijams syndicate lo- 
diauanolis met the interest" on its owtt 
$500,000 wuriii of bonds. 


The belt road flourishes, and thi* 


week the Ijams crowd announced that 
they were ready to lift the entire issue 
of bonds. They did it partly by an- 
other issue of bonds, which were readily 
disposed of in Boston a few days ago. 
Then Ijams came to New York and tha 
bonds were all paid for and canceled, 
interest being paid iu full up to AUR. 
20. when they would have fallen due. 
With Mr Ijams was Judge A. L. 
Roache and Treasurer Will H. Schmidt 
of Indianapolis. Mr. Ijams is one of 
the best kjiown breeders and lorers of 
trotting horst-s in the country, and is a 
power politically and otherwise about; 
Terre Haute and that section of tfit) 
Hoosier State. His belt railroad sur- 
rounds the city of Indianapolis and is 
one of the best things iu its line in the 
country,

"lli^oU ~h~~ he was 5 years old. Mrs. 
Cobb, though 95 years old, is wonder- 
fully well preserved for one of her age.

OMAHA, July ]:!.—'Omaha is a city of 


mourning. The bright Sabbath morn- 
ing brougiit with it a full realization of 
the greatest catastrophe that ever 
wrealced death and desolation in the 
hearts and fireside's of the city's? peo- 
ple. Nc part of the city was spared. 
There are broken homes and bleeding 
hearts everywhere, aud sorrow reigned 
supreme. Never did a day of pleasure 
end with more awful disaster. Twenty- 
eight people were killed aud 51 injured, 
inuny of whom will die. Twenty-four 
of the dead are identified and the others 
are so badly mutilated that identifica- 
tion is hardly possible. 


It. was not until after the morning 


papers were out that the first authentic 
information became generally known. 
Then it spread with wonderful rapidity. 
The early riser in tha residence district 
glanced at his morning paper and for 
the first time realized the calamitv. 
Long before the motor trains started 
hundreds of men and women walked 
down town to learn something more of 
thb terrible catastrophe. Those we,re 
added to the thousands to whom the 
story brought the fear or certainty of a 
personal bereavement. 


The depot was the center toward 


which they all turned, and when the 
morning trains brought in their sue 
burden of dead and dying the depot ap- 
prottches were thickly massed with peo- 
ple who talked iu whispers and shud- 
dered as they thought of the bereaved 
ones to whom they could only offei 
silent sympathy. 


Very little was said by those who 


gathered to witness the next act in the 
ghastly trnsri-ily. 
The horror of tho 


calamity was too new to find expression 
in words. 
But one sentiment wat> 


everywhere voiced. 


Only those who htd witnessed tin 


pathetic scenes that marked the nigi-.t 
could fully realize the agony of these 
waiting people. 


The list, of tho injured is a Inngtln 


one. 
It contains "8 or more names o: 


persons who were seriously hurt, dan 
gorously so to a greater or loss degree 
In addition there wore at least 50, if no 
f. greater number, who received injuries 
of a minor nature. These consisted o 
bruises or cats or slight disfigurements 
which will practically amount to noth 
iug-A considerable number wore alsi 
shaken \ip severely, but beyond thi 
were uninjured. This was espwwJl. 
the case among tho passengers who oc 
copied the cars immediately behind th 
QUO \yhicli was demolished. Tho inci 


Cental Tnght, domBineS with tne shock, j 
hrew both men and women into hys- 
erics, but owing to the work that de- j 
•olved upon the physicians in caring 
or the desperately hurt, such individ- 
uals were left without medical atten- 
ion and got over their attacks as best 
hey could. 
It took much time to prepare the in- 
ured for their journey to this city. 
?hus it was that hours elapsed after the 
Leparture of the first section of the re- 
urn train which carried the unhurt be- 
ore the second section started. The 
atter carried all the wounded whose 
lurts were serious. It had also on 
x>ard such friends of the injured as 
vould not be torn away from or forced 
o leave the sides of their suffering 
oved ones. 


The section consisted of two coaches, 
a baggage car and a Pullman. 
They 


vere crowded to an uncomfortable de- 
jree in order to hold the great number 
hat boarded it. The baggage car was 
used for those who required cots and 
tretchers for the jenruey. 
The other 


tvas for those who were able to sit up or 
vere less injured. 
The scenes which 


vere presented within tho two cars can 
never be forgotten by those who wit- 
icssed them. 


The interior of the baggage car pre- 


sented the most pathetic sight. Here 
were ranged, end to cud, the cots which 
>ore the most seriously injured. They 
illed the car to its fullest capacity. 
Boom was hardly allowed for the phy- 
sicians to pass from one little bed to an- 
other in. their efforts to alleviate tho 
join of the sufferers. 
Groans and 


icreams filled the car from one end of 
;.hp. trip to tho other. 


Beside each cot and bending over the 


bundle that occupied it knelt or lay the 
attendants, the parents or children, the 
Brother or sister, the husband or wife. 


The sight iu the other car was as pit- 


iable a cue. In this the injured were 
stretched upon the soft seats, swathed 
in bandages. Their injuries, however, 
were not of such a character as to force 
away thought, nor were the attentions 
they received sufficient to prevent them 
from dwelling on the disaster. Almost 
without exception they had been pas 
sengers in the car of death, and had 
lost some one iu the crash.

[c is the universal testimony that a ma- 
ority of the conventions were really in 
'aver of Clay, but owing to the extraor- 
dinary method of making the nomina- 
tion — an invention of Thurlow Weed — 
21ay was defeated, and Harrison was 
nominated. 


Mr. Clay was in Washington when 


received tbe news, and Henry A. 


Wiae has related his outburst of passion 
and the storm of corses aad impreca- 
tions that be called down upon every- 
xxly connnected with the whole affair. 
Sising from his chair and walking the 
room rapidly, lifting bis feet like a 
lorse string halted m both legs, he 
stamped, npoa the floor, exclaiming, 
'My friends are not worth the powder 
and shot it would take to kill them. " 
3e mentioned the names of several of 
them, invoking upon them the most 
dreadful imprecations, and then cried 
out, "If there were two Henry Clays, 
one of them would make the other pres- 
rleut of the United States. " 


Clay snlked for a time, but soon re- 


ented and gave unwavering support to 
General Harrison. His superb oratory 
carried everything before it in the long 
and hilarious campaign of 1840. 


Daniel Webster was a standing can- 


didate for a presidential nomination 
from 1886 nntil 1852. In 1836 be was 
nominated by his own state, Massachu- 
setts, and received its electoral vote, 
jut no other. Ja 1840 Hsvrri^on carried 
off the honors and in Ib44 Henry Clay, 
but in 1848 there was a chance for Web- 
ster, but again Threrlow "Wefd used his 
"fine Italian baud. " and under the old 
plea of availability secured the nomina- 
tion of General Taylor. 


This angered Webster, and he did 


not hesitate ui expressing himself. ' 'A 
nomination not fit to be made," he said 
in a public speech. But he was finally 
brought into line, and made a number 
of speeches in behalf of the Whig tinker. 


But it was in ls>52 tfiar, lie exhibited 


his keenest disappointment and gave 
fsprcssion to his £ee!n>£s 


It -will be rememberer! that his fa- 


mous 7th of March speech in advocacy of 
the compromise measures of 1850 flad 
estranged the northern Whigs, and it 
was charged that bis speech was a bid 
for southern support, 


When tbe Wbig convention met nt 


Philadelphia m 1852, the candidates 
were Fillmore, f-kiort and Webster, aj,(i 
not; a single vote from the south \vas 
cast for Webster. He received the low- 
cau >ot« of all the candidates, and Scott 
was finallj nominated. It was tbe se- 
verest blow Webster ever received in his 
long public career. 
- When the Mississippi delegation call- 
ed opon him in Washington on their 
way home, he told them he was sur- 
prised at not receiving a single sonthern 
vote — "not oce"-~-in the numerous bal- 
lotiugs and regretted they had deemed 
itr necessary to treat him in such a man- 
ner. Of coarse he mnst submit, but it 
was impossible for him to hide his dis- 
appointment 


In fact, the blow hastened his death, 


and he died the following October, sev- 
eral weeks before the election. 


IMor to his death be said to Mr. Har- 


vey that General Scott would not cany 
six states; that the people knew he 
would be a mere puppet in tLe bauds of 
the New York Whig regency controlled 
by Weed aud Seward, and he added: 
"The people of the United States will 
never intrust-their drstimes and the ad- 
ministration of the government to the 
bands of William H Sewnrd and his 
associates Mr. Seward is an able man, 
bnt subtle and unscrupulous, and will 
make everything bend to tbe one idea 
of leaking himself president of the 
Uaitfd citates." 


The words were prophetic. Scott on- 


ly earned four states, and eighc ypaw 
later, when Seward thought he had the 
nomination within his grafip, it was 
Rnatcbt-d from him nt the rccrneut of 
bis anticipated victory. 


Impulsive aud outspoken as Blaino 


was by narurp, ho gave no outward sign 
of -liso-rmointfflent over his defeats in 
the conventions of 1876 and 1880. He 
could console himself in those instances 
with the fact that his rivals were aisio 
defeated, and that "dark horses" carried 
off the prize. 


In bis recent memoirs John Sherni:ui 


makes no concealment of his chagrin at 
bis defeats in 1880 and 1888, particu- 
larly in the former year, when he places 
the responsibility upon General Gar- 
fl«Kl.— John N. Crawford in Chicago 
Tiroes-Herald.

"What a falling off was thero!" 


This most excellent description is 


paralleled by another in tbe same 
play, in which reference is made to 
an accident, tbe new woman of the 
early sixteenth century being evi- 
dently tbe greatest sufferer. Tbe 
first player says: 


"Break all the spokes and fellies 


from her wheel.'' 


Then the fool in "Lear"' gives ad- 


vice to coasters, of the merits of 
which tbe msdern rider may judge 
for himself. He says: 


''Let go thy hold when a great 


wheel runs down bill, lest it break 
thy nock with following it." 


Even Cleopatra bad her wheel. 


Antony advises her to mount it and 
seek Csosar wben he says: 


'"Of Caesar seek your bonor on 


your safety." 


There were evidently bicycle 


thieves in those days, and owners 
had to carefully guard their precious 
wheels. In "The Tempest" Alonzo 
says to the king: 


"Ve, too, my lord, will guard your 


person while yon take your rest and 
watch your safety."' 


lu the same play Ariel undoubt- 


edly heard tbe King and bis attend- 
ants corning on their wheels when 
he sung: 


"Hark! Now I hear them; ding, 


dong, bell.'' 


There is no doubt that Achilles, 


in "Troilus find Cressida," traveled 
on n bicycle, for be says to his myr- 
midona: 


"Attend me while I wheel."1 
It is safe to assume that, ag today, 


tbe wheel is a never ending source 
of conversation, so was it at the 
time of Titus Andronicus, tbougb 
the listener was more patient then. 
Aaron says to Demetrius: 


Xow talk at pleasure of your 


safety." 


It appears from a quotation made 


by tbe King in "All's Well That Ends 
Well"' that tbe law requires lamps 
to be carried at night, and that a 
violation of it was followed by death. 
He says: 


Let mo live after my flame lacks 


oil." 


Chains were not noiseless, and 


bells were used in tie days of tbe

Puck's prophetic remark about 


placing a girdle round tlio world in 
40 minutes is tnlly equaled by that 
of Launce in "Tbe Two Gentlemen 
of Verona" when bo says: 


"Then may I set tbe world on

There ere DO hard and fast rules in 


regard to making a mine from the tuae 
it passes into theprospcctor's hands un- 
til it becomes a dividend payer. Mauy 
mines are such, as the miners say, 
"from the grass roots." and turn cut 
large quantities of ore from the begin- 
ning. 


J. B. Haggin, the millionaire mine 


owner, took $3,000,000 from the Cnster. 
mine, in Lemhi county, Ida., before 
it became necessary to use a caudle 
(giant powder). This mine was known 
as the Mineral mountain. A man came 
along one day, and after looking at it 
remarked, "Why, the hanging wall is 
gone." This was true, Kature had as- 
sisted the miner in this case; the moun- 
tain side had been eroded, leaving the 
mineral standing there. Mr. Haggin 
also spent about $3,000,000 in develop- 
ing the Anaconda mine before it was on 
a paying basis. 


Mines have been discovered contain- 


ing fabulous wealth, although a pros- 
pector would starve to death iu trying 
to work them. This was true in regard 
to the flomestake mine, in the Black 
Hills. The prospectors who made the 
discovery could do nothing with it, and 
it passed into the Isacds of Senator 
Hearst and other California capitalists. 
They concluded that, unless it was 
worked on a large scale, it could not be 
made profitable. An SO stamp mill was 
ordered and shipped in from Cheyenne, 
at a cost of $135,000, as an experiment. 
The mine has paid in dividends $37,500 
a month for 17 years. 


It requires a large amount of money 


usually to put a mine on a dividend 
paying basis, and, as a rule, this the 
prospector cannot do, although prospect- 
ors have made fortunes with their prop- 
erties.—Spokane Spokesman-Review-

To Explore St>ltzberxen. 


Sir Martin Con-way, head of the es- 


aeditiontoSpitzbergen, which left Eng- 
land on June 1, said to an interviewer 
just before he started: 


"Our idea is to explore Spitsbergen, 


to cross the island in two or three di- 
rections if possible, to make collections 
and a map, and, generally speaking, to 
bring back an account of a country the 
nature of which is entirely unknown. 
Spitsbergen is the only piece of polar 
land, thanks to the gulf stream, easily 
accessible to explorers. The wonder is 
that it has not been explored before. 
The only explanation of this is that the 
island has beeui visited by sailors, fish- 
ermen and yachtsmen who had no object 
ia penetrating into the interior. The 
topographical results will, of course, be 
of prime importance, coupled with the 
geographical and zoological data. The 
point of interest to geologists is the ex- 
istence of a bed of fossil plants which 
are unrepresented in the British nation- 
al collections. Dr. Gregory's main busi- 
ness will be to supply that lack. Mr. 
Trevor-Battye will look after the zo 
ological and botanical part of the expe- 
dition. The botanical point of interest 
is in the plants that grow on the bills 
or nunataks, rising above the glacial 
covering of the high region, I shall look 
after the mapwork. The expedition, 
part of the expenses of which are con- 
tributed by the Royal Geographical so- 
ciety, is due to return to England about 
the end of September.''—London Times. 


Effect of the African Climate. 


It must be fully recognized that the 


Matabel^ murders of unarmed whites,

I» This the Cold Truth? 


The abnormal heat we are now expe- 


riencing will doubtless be the cause of 
much discomfort and sleeplessness to a 
great number of people. The temperature 
in many bedrooms is often so high dur- 
ing the night that restful sleep under 
such conditions is hardly obtainable. 


In Florida and other parts of Amer- 


ica which I have visited, where tho 
heat at night is almost as unbearable as 
in the day, it is not unusual to ice the 
bet's before retiring to rest. This is 
done in a very sample way. A vessel of 
metal or pot much in the form of the 
ancient warming pan used by our 
grandfathers is filled with broken ice, 
and, after standing until the ice has 
completely cooled the vessel, it is 
placed between the sheets and moved to 
and fro over the surface of the sheets 
and pillows until they are quite cold. 
This coolness of the bedclothes is very 
soothing to the heated and wearied body 
and invariably induces immediate sleep. 
Ice can now be obtained almost any- 
where, and the wonder to me is that 
its use for the purpose here indicated 
has not been generally adopted in this 
country. Not only are ice cooled beds 
found to be grateful and comforting to 
those in a healthy condition, but in 
cases of insomnia and a variety of com- 
plaints the use of ice for cooling the 
beds of the patients is found to be of 
inestimable value and a great relief to 
the afflicted.—Ellis Lever in London 
Standard.

Fathers are on the lookout 
for buttons for sons, mothers for daugh- 
ters, sisters for brothers apd so on 
around the line until everybody who is 
anybody is inveigled into ic or interest- 
ed m ij or in some way connected with 
it.

Irrigation is applicable to all s 


(f !ho United Stau-s. There are 


in thvi»e «ocnoa.4 where the nun- 


foil annually eicctwds iO inches, lhat if 
iht- plauts of tho farmer could only ob- 
taiu a few refivahiug drinks, tliu yield 
would be doublfd. Th« oouiiug farmer 
will iu a majority of casts irrigate hu 
crops. Irrigation will rsstore the- wwru- 
ont fields 'of New England and riie 
south, and it will reclaim the lauds 
now aiiaudoimi in many poriious of 
Anierit-o. 


The foregoing is from the pen of 


writer in The Irrigation Age, who 
writes as follows concerning the system 
adopted in Louisiana, where rich crops 
are now grown on elevated bench lands 
that lay above the stream and river. It 
was formerly necessary to grow this 
crop in swampy land that conld be 
easily flooded. Now the water is lifted 
by centrif ngal or other kinds of pumps, 
the land flooded and the crop grown. 
The land is drained and the rice cut 
with a harvester, the same that is used 
to harvest wheat in Dakota. With their 
64 inches of rainfall annually the Loui- 
siana farmer finds it advantageous to 
irrigate his oac and corn crop. 


Of the states that have actively taken 


np this question we find Nebraska lead- 
ing- 
The authority quoted says: Canals 


have been constructed, or are now 
under construction, that will irrigate 
over a million acres of her surface. The 
cost of these canals for their irrigating 
capacity does not exceed in the great 
majority of cases over $3 per acre. Ne- 
braska is now rapidly following her 
sister state of Kansas in the erection of 
thousands of the new irrigation wind- 
mills. Theso mills have from four to 
five times the power of the old farm 
pumping mills of tho same size. 


Some farmers in Nebraska have at- 


tempted to utilize all that can be ob- 
loiucu froa. mills and pumps. The wa- 
ter is first run through the creamery 
box, thence through the watering trough 
in the stock yards, thence to the first 
reservoir from which they intend to cut 
their ice in winter, thence to a second 
reservoir where fish are grown, and of- 
ten a small bathing house is set upon 
the edge of this reservoir where the 
family can bathe during the summer 
season. On some of these miniature 
lakes pond lilies are planted 
in 


order to check the evaporation. The 
cost of these irrigation plants is not 
great where the water is not lifted to 
any great height, the cost varying from 
$4 to $6 per acre per the irrigating ca- 
pacity of mill and pump where water 
is not lifted over 60 feet, yet plants are 
doing good work and irrigating as high 
as 10 acres, pumping from the depth 
of 150 and 200 feet both in Kansas and 
j

The value of pasture in growing 


.swine has been proved at the Utah sta- 
tion. Pigs running at large over 18 
acres" of good pasture and fed a full ra- 
tion made the most rapid growth and 
required the least grain for a pound ol 
gain. Those confined in movable pens 
on the pasture, the pen's being frequent- 
ly moved, grew more slowly and re- 
quired 20 per cent more grain to make 
a pound of gain. Pigg at pasture, fed 
tinder a variety of conditions, gained 
92 J£ per cent more while eating but 3 
per cent than those getting grass, and 
similarly fed, but confined in pens. 
With the latter the gain required to 
produce a pound of gain increased 40 
per cent as compared with pigs on pas- 
ture. A part grain ration on pasture 
made satisfactory gains, and a three- 
fourths ration made better gains than 
full grain rations with grass fed to pigs 
either in yards or pens. Pigs pastured 
without grain averaged 96.36 pounds 
per day. Much of the advantage of pas- 
ture is ;iscribed to exercise, 23 per cent 
of the gain being estimated as due to 
this cause alone, and grass cut and fed 
ill pens proved of little value. Pigs con 
fined in pens and fed grass only, mostly 
alfalfa, for 91 days lost over a quarter 
of a pound per day, but pasturing with 
either full or part grain .-ation proved 
to be by far tae cheapest and best way 
of making pork. 


Thin Seeding Beat. 


Small grain is almost always too 


thickly seeded. This is partly because 
too little care is taken to secure seed 
whose germinating powers have not been 
impaired. It is calculated that all the 
seed will not grow, and thus an excess 
is sown in order to have a sufficient 
stand. As a matter of facr, most of the 
seed with impaired vitality will germi- 
nate. The result is a crowd of weakly 
plants, each injuring the other and 
making a large crop impossible. Far 
better is the plan of securing seed that 
has been tested and giving it plenty of 
room. This advice is from American 
Cultivator, and the assurance is given 
that when thin seeding has been prac- 
ticed two or three years this hulrit of 
spreading growth becomes hereditary, 
and tlic thin st-eunjjj -AJL!! ^ivo u htili 
larger crop.
